siuce ita irst produvction, snacessive tnventors
Luve token more than one hundred and tsenty
patents jor novel locks, of whieh the most 1w-
pottant are those known by the names of thewr
respective inventors, Bramah, Cuobb, nod
Hobbs, Joseph Bramah's lock, patented (n
1754, waz jor more than two generutions re-
garded as & contnvauee that would baflle the
cieverest meghanioiun who shoald ventuce to
pick i, For yearsa specimen of thie beaatiful
wrrangemen!t was exhibited in the window of
Mr. Bramah's shop in Piecadilly, together with
this placard:—*"Notice.—~The artist who can
make un insirument that will pick or open this
lock will receive two bundpod guineas thue mo-
meut it s produced.” The 1eward was not
clurmed il 1861, when in Amerionn mechani-
cnn, vamed Hobos, who had been drawn to
the English o etropolis by the Great Exhibitlon,
suw the challenge, sceepted it, and ater a
touch tghi that lustea sixteen days proved vic-
turwons,  The suecess ol Mr, Hobos not ooly
causca lively exenewent in the poblic mind,
but tor a time gave bis lock a deowded advan-
tiwe yn the market over the deteated Bramah,
and also over the Chubb, which, originslly tu-
venied in 1818, had tor more than thirty years
diviced puolic favor with BramsW's lnvention,
That the Chubb bas not lost its hold on public
contidence may be loterred from the fact thal
“Messre, Chobb & Son mavulsclore about
40 00 looks per snnum, the cheapest of which
